Report  of  the  President 


When  I  accepted  the  honour  and  challenge  of  becoming 
President  of  Carleton  University  in  September  1972,  it 
meant  that  for  the  first  time  in  fourteen  years  the  Uni- 
versity would  begin  an  academic  year  without  the  lead- 
ership of  President  Dunton.  He  was  greatly  missed,  but 
a  measure  of  his  success  as  president  was  the  smooth 
transition  from  one  regime  to  another.  As  his  succes- 
sor, I  am  grateful  to  him  for  the  careful  briefing  he  pro- 
vided me  before  I  took  office,  but  even  more  for  the 
great  part  he  played  in  making  Carleton  the  exciting 
and  happy  University  it  is.  We  look  forward  to  his  re- 
turn to  Carleton  in  1973-74,  after  a  richly  deserved  sab- 
batical leave,  to  assume  the  Directorship  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  Canadian  Studies. 

The  death  of  The  Right  Honourable  Lester  B.  Pearson 
in  December  saddened  all  Canadians,  and  we  at  Carle- 
ton felt  a  special  sense  of  loss.  As  Chancellor,  Mr.  Pear- 
son had  taken  an  interest  in  the  life  of  the  University 
that  went  far  beyond  his  role  in  presiding  over  our 
Convocations  and  other  formal  occasions.  He  became  a 
professor  as  well,  and  we  shall  miss  the  wisdom, 
experience  and  great  humanity  he  brought  to  his  work 
with  the  students  and  faculty  of  the  School  of  Inter- 
national Affairs. 

The  task  of  finding  a  new  Chancellor  was  undertaken 
by  a  search  committee  made  up  of  representatives  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  Senate  and  students.  We  were 
honoured  when  a  scientist  of  great  distinction,  Dr. 
Gerhard  Herzberg,  Nobel  laureate  in  Chemistry,  con- 
sented to  serve.  Dr.  Herzberg  continues  the  tradition  of 
a  Chancellor  who  is  involved  in  the  academic  as  well  as 
the  ceremonial  life  of  the  University,  and  we  look  for- 
ward to  his  inauguration  at  the  Fall  Convocation. 

The  University  and  the  Community 

As  a  new  President,  I  was  under  no  illusions  about  the 
difficulties  this  University,  like  every  other  one  in  North 
America,  would  be  facing.  The  era  of  rapid  growth  was 
over;  the  myth  that  education,  and  particularly  higher 
education,  would  solve  all  society's  problems  was  wear- 
ing thin.  In  a  climate  of  critical  appraisal,  the  universi- 
ties that  had  merited  public  support  and  approval  were 


going  to  fare  much  better  than  those  that  had  held 
themselves  aloof  and  apart  from  the  communities  in 
which  they  were  located. 

Carleton  has  a  tradition  of  being  a  University  which 
has  grown  to  meet  the  needs  of  many  groups  of  people 
in  the  Ottawa  area.  As  I  have  worked  with  its  commit- 
tees, Senate,  and  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  have 
visited  its  departments,  I  have  been  struck  by  the  flex- 
ibility and  adaptability  of  the  University,  and  its  close 
relations  with  its  community.  The  coming  and  going 
between  the  University  and  the  community  continues 
all  year  long.  High  School  teachers  visit  our  Chemistry 
Department's  Resource  Centre  for  advice  on  current 
problems  in  science  and  about  the  planning  of  experi- 
ments. A  thousand  high  school  students  and  teachers 
came  to  a  series  of  Mathematics  Seminars.  Concerts, 
extension  courses,  public  lectures  and  the  annual  print 
show  bring  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  Ottawa  region. 
When  the  new  athletics  facilities  are  completed,  their 
numbers  will  be  swelled  by  members  of  the  public, 
young  and  old,  who  take  advantage  of  the  physical 
fitness  programs  that  will  be  conducted  there. 

Our  students  and  professors  create  a  flow  in  the  other 
direction,  from  campus  to  the  community.  In  the  courses 
on  Technology,  Society  and  the  Environment,  students 
carry  out  year-long  projects  directly  concerned  with 
local  problems;  professors  and  students  in  Psychology 
and  in  Social  Work  are  linked  closely  to  community 
organizations;  and  at  St.  Patrick's  College,  students 
travel  to  Smiths  Falls  and  Burritt's  Rapids  to  work  with 
retarded  children  and  the  Rideau  Correctional  Centre. 
Through  the  Speakers'  Bureau  well  over  100  faculty, 
graduate  students  and  senior  administrative  members 
of  the  University  have  volunteered  to  speak  upon  re- 
quest to  community,  school  and  church  groups  on  a 
variety  of  topics.  Faculty  also  contribute  directly  and 
indirectly  to  public  discussion  via  the  media  on  issues 
of  concern  and  interest  to  the  public  which  relate  to 
their  areas  of  expertise.  For  example,  Carleton's  re- 
search findings  in  child  psychology  were  presented  to 
a  wide  audience  in  a  film  which  won  the  Canada  Film 
Award  forthe  best  educational  film  produced  in  1972. 

The  community  Carleton  serves  stretches  far  beyond 
Ottawa  and  Eastern  Ontario.  Our  research  takes  schol- 


ars  and  scientists  to  every  part  of  the  globe,  and  we 
have  students  from  many  different  lands.  It  is  symbolic 
of  this  larger  concern  that  Carleton  was  the  first  Uni- 
versity in  Canada  to  welcome  students  from  the  Peo- 
ple's Republic  of  China.  The  first  group  of  these  stu- 
dents arrived  here  in  March.  They  will  pursue  courses 
in  English  and  Canadian  Studies  during  the  summer  to 
prepare  them  for  full-time  registration  in  the  Fall. 

Part-  Time  and  Continuing  Education 

I  am  convinced  that  we  are  moving  into  a  period  when 
universities  will  have  to  develop  special  vocations,  to 
provide  a  range  of  choice  in  the  style  and  content  of 
higher  studies  to  an  increasingly  mobile  and  knowledge- 
able group  of  potential  students.  Carleton's  history 
and  its  present  interests  suggest  that  it  should  strengthen 
its  tradition  of  serving  those  who  work  as  well  as  study. 
Evening  courses  in  this  University  have  always  had  the 
same  status  as  those  given  in  the  day  time  and  part- 
time  students  have  never  been  segregated  from  full- 
time  students  either  in  prestige  terms  or  in  terms  of 
the  quality  of  service  to  which  they  were  entitled. 

In  the  future,  we  will  have  to  find  new  ways  to  pro- 
vide for  the  needs  of  those  who  will  come  to  us  for  an 
education.  This  year,  Senate,  after  receiving  a  report 
from  its  committee  on  part-time  studies,  has  set  up  a 
new  Committee  for  Continuing  Education,  chaired  by 
the  Vice-President  (Academic),  with  the  Coordinator  of 
Continuing  Education  as  its  secretary  and  with  a  rep- 
resentative from  each  faculty  and  division  to  coor- 
dinate our  efforts  in  this  field. 


Inter-University  Cooperation 

Over  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  growing  trend, 
towards  the  development  of  a  network  of  universities 
in  the  province.  As  the  increase  of  students,  particularly 
at  the  graduate  level,  tapers  off,  moves  to  coordinate 
and  regulate  graduate  programs  grow.  This  year  the 
joint  COU-CUA*  Advisory  Committee  on  Academic 
Planning  in  evaluating  programs  in  Geography,  Geol- 


ogy, Library  Science,  Economics,  Chemistry,  and  Edu- 
cation has  emphasized  cooperation  between  universi- 
ties and,  in  particular,  has  called  on  Carleton  and  the 
University  of  Ottawa  to  coordinate  their  work  wher- 
ever possible.  This  coordination  can  already  be  seen 
in  several  parts  of  the  University.  In  their  Annual  Re- 
ports the  departments  of  Civil  Engineering,  English, 
History  and  Philosophy,  all  referred  to  cooperative 
work  with  colleagues  at  the  University  of  Ottawa. 
Numerous  other  departments  referred  to  collaboration 
with  other  universities  and  with  other  agencies  and 
institutions.

Planning 

If  Carleton  is  to  maintain  during  the  1970's  the  pro- 
gress in  excellence  that  has  marked  its  past,  it  will  have 
to  plan  carefully.  In  the  past,  planning  has  concentrated 
particularly  on  physical  growth  to  cope  with  rapidly 
increasing  student  numbers.  As  enrolments  stabilize, 
the  emphasis  in  shifting  to  more  explicit  academic 
planning.  This  year,  Senate  has  strengthened  its  Aca- 
demic Planning  Committee  and  mandated  it  to  identify 
the  priorities  of  the  University  and  to  recommend  an 
allocation  of  resources  in  such  a  way  that  these  prior- 
ities can  be  met. 

If  we  are  to  change  without  the  cushion  of  continuous 
overall  growth,  hard  decisions  about  reallocating  re- 
sources from  old  areas  to  new  will  have  to  be  made. 
They  must  be  thought  through  carefully,  and  made 
openly  and  with  full  participation.  Especially  in  budget 
terms,  for  almost  every  innovation  has  its  cost,  the  Uni- 
versity must  be  accountable  to  all  parts  of  its  own 
community  as  well  as  to  the  public.  To  provide  account- 
ability, a  Budget  Review  Committee  has  been  set  up, 
permitting  faculty  and  student  representatives  to  study 
in  full  detail  the  implications  of  financial  decisions  for 
University  policy. 


Innovation 

I  hope  that  within  future  budgets,  specific  provision 
can  be  made  to  foster  innovation  in  teaching  and  learn- 
ing methods  as  well  as  in  programs.  Students  and  the 
public  have  a  right  to  demand  of  the  University  that  it 
continually  search  out  the  most  effective  ways  of  fost- 
ering learning  and  that  it  adapt  itself  to  people  who 
learn  best  on  their  own  as  well  as  those  who  learn  best 
in  small  or  large  groups,  to  those  who  wish  to  combine 
fields  of  study  in  unusual,  personal  ways  as  well  as  to 
those  who  wish  to  follow  more  orthodox  paths.  Uni- 
versities are  fundamentally  learning  centres,  places 
where  truth  is  sought  through  reason,  and,  relieved 
from  the  pressures  of  rapid  growth,  they  must  seek  out 
new  ways  to  relate  research  and  teaching  and  to  relate 
students  to  professors.  Lectures  to  large  classes  have 
their  place  in  higher  education,  but  we  must  accept 
the  challenge  to  find  other  ways,  no  more  costly,  of 
sharing  knowledge  and  the  excitement  of  discovery. 

A  Committee  on  Instructional  Development  has  been 
set  up  within  the  University  to  study  teaching  effective- 
ness at  Carleton  and  to  act  as  a  liaison  group  with  faculty 
committees  and  with  the  new  Ontario  Universities 
Program  for  Instructional  Development  organized 
jointly  by  COU  and  CUA.  The  Ministry  of  Colleges 
and  Universities  has  given  the  program  $150,000  for 
the  current  year  and  I  hope  that  in  future  the  Ministry 
will  increase  its  funding  for  innovation  and  experimen- 
tation in  teaching. 


Enrolment  and  Financing 

The  enrolment  drop  of  September  1971  continued  in 
September  1972  with  slightly  fewer  freshmen  than  in 
the  preceding  year.  The  pattern  is  one  for  concern  for 
the  universities  and  the  Ministry  as  the  student-based 
financing  method  which  was  adequate  and  even  gener- 
ous for  a  period  of  growth  shows  serious  inadequacies 
when  numbers  drop.  Fixed  costs  must  still  be  met  and 
it  seems  obvious  that  a  new  formula  is  needed.  The 
matter  has  been  raised  at  COU  and  with  the  Ministry, 
and  here  at  Carleton  Senate  passed  a  report  on  pro- 
cedures to  deal  with  redundancy  for  budgetary  reasons. 


New  Developments 

It  is  important  that  stabilization  does  not  lead  to  stag- 
nation and  Senate  this  year  has  approved  a  new  Indus- 
trial Design  program  which  will  begin  next  September. 
It  approved  an  M.A.  program  in  Journalism,  an  Hon- 
ours program  in  General  Science,  and  a  Double  Hon- 
ours program  in  Mathematics  and  Physics. 

The  campus  has  altered  physically.  The  School  of 
Architecture  moved  into  its  new  building  in  November 
and,  in  June,  celebrated  the  graduation  of  its  first  class. 
The  new  St.  Patrick's  building  has  been  rising  rapidly 
and  will  be  ready  for  students  in  September  1973.  Our 
physical  recreation  facilities  will  be  greatly  expanded 
when  the  swimming  pool  and  fitness  centre,  now  under 
construction,  is  completed. 


Research 

This  year,  Carleton  will  publish  a  full  account  of  its  re- 
search activities  in  Research  and  Studies,  1973;  only  a 
brief  mention  is  therefore  needed  here.  We  are  gratified 
that  research  grants  to  our  science  departments  in- 
creased by  about  10%  over  the  preceding  year,  and  by 
the  news  that  Professor  John  Porter,  in  Sociology,  and 
his  collaborators  had  received  the  largest  single  re- 
search grant  ($248,000)  given  thus  far  by  Canada  Coun- 
cil for  his  work  on  "Carleton-McMaster  Study  on  Inter- 
generational  Occupational  Mobility".  An  initial  grant  from 
the  Ford  Foundation  and  the  Department  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  will  enable  Carleton  scholars,  in  colla- 
boration with  colleagues  whom  they  are  attracting  from 
other  universities,  to  prepare  a  long-term  research 
plan  for  reviewing  and  revaluating  the  work  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Bilingualism  and  Biculturalism  in 
French-English  relations. 


Administration 

A  detailed  picture  of  the  University's  activities  can  be 
obtained  from  the  University  Report,  available  from 
the  Information  Office.  Some  changes,  however,  should 


be  highlighted.  With  the  arrival  of  a  new  President,  it 
seemed  a  good  time  to  reorganize  the  administration. 
The  offices  of  Vice-President  (Academic)  and  vice- 
President  (Administration)  were  created  and  Professor 
Ross  Love  and  Mr.  A.B.  Larose  were  selected  to  be  the 
first  incumbents.  Their  help  and  experience  have  been 
invaluable  to  me  in  my  first  year. 

I  have  appreciated  particularly  the  support  and  coop- 
eration given  me  by  the  Deans.  I  accepted  with  regret 
the  resignations  of  Dean  Ruptash  from  the  Faculty  of 
Graduate  Studies  and  of  Dean  Sida  from  St.  Patrick's 
College.  Following  the  recommendation  of  a  search 
committee,  Professor  Gilles  Paquet  is  the  new  Dean  of 
Graduate  Studies  and  is  hard  at  work.  Pending  the  re- 
port of  a  search  committee  for  St.  Patrick's,  Professor 
Hugh  MacDougall  has  been  Acting  Dean,  looking  after 
the  College's  interests  with  enthusiasm  and  patience. 


Board  of  Governors 

Each  year  the  terms  of  office  for  some  of  the  Governors 
of  the  University  end  and  they  are  replaced  by  nominees 
of  the  various  constituencies  of  the  University.  Those 
whose  terms  ended  this  year  were:  Mr.  Robin  Findlay, 
a  student  nominee  of  the  Senate;  Professor  M.  Frum- 
hartz,  a  faculty  nominee  of  the  Senate;  Miss  Ruth 
Richards,  an  alumni  nominee;  and  Dr.  W.G.  Schneider, 
a  Board  nominee.  Mr.  Findlay's  contribution  deserves 
special  note.  He  was  the  first  student  member  of  the 
Board  and  was  one  of  the  first  student  members  of  a 
Board  of  Governors  of  any  Canadian  university,  and 
through  his  diligence  and  good  sense  he  demonstrated 
the  value  of  student  membership  on  the  Board.  It  is 
understandable,  therefore,  that  the  Board  was  some- 
what disappointed  when  the  Senate  did  not  choose  to 
nominate  another  student  to  fill  Mr.  Findlay's  vacancy. 
The  Board  has  indicated  very  strongly  that  it  wants 
student  representation  and,  as  a  result,  passed  a  special 
by-law  arranging  for  a  student  member  this  year  in  the 
hope  that  Senate  and  the  University  Government  Com- 
mittee will  be  able  to  come  forward  with  an  arrange- 
mentwhich  can  guarantee  student  representation. 
Mr.  Dan  Killoran,  President  of  the  St.  Patrick's  Stu- 


dents' Council,  was  elected  under  the  new  by-law. 
Other  new  members  were:  Dean  R.A.  Wendt  and  Pro- 
fessor J.  Holmes,  elected  as  nominees  of  Senate;  Mr. 
Cliff  Kelley,  elected  as  the  Alumni  nominee;  and  Mr. 
G.  Osbaldeston,  elected  as  a  Board  nominee. 


Private  Support 

Carleton  University  received  gifts  totalling  approxima- 
tely $400,000.00  during  the  year  from  corporations  and 
individuals  both  in  Ottawa  and  across  Canada.  At  a 
time  of  tightened  budgets  this  private  support  was  of 
great  importance  and  we  are  deeply  grateful  to  our 
many  friends  who  have  made  such  a  significant  contri- 
bution to  Carleton's  growth  overthe  years. 

As  we  look  ahead,  it  is  becoming  increasingly  obvious 
that  private  support  will  be  of  even  greater  need  if  we 
are  to  ensure  a  reasonable  degree  of  flexibility  in  our 
development  as  a  University.  For  this  reason,  we  have 
established  a  special  committee  within  the  University 
community  to  work  in  close  liaison  with  the  Develop- 
ment Committee  in  examining  the  very  real  priorities 
for  private  support  at  Carleton  in  the  1970's,  and  we 
await  their  recommendation  with  a  great  deal  of  inter- 
est. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  know  of  the  very  large 
number  of  individuals  and  companies  who  are  prepared 
to  support  our  efforts  and  also  to  see  the  work  of  so 
many  dedicated  volunteers  who  are  involved  in  our 
Development  Program.
